@tarting Near the Gulf on Sunday Morn- 
ing the Storm Reached New York 
To-Day, Prostrating Wires There and 
Outting Off Communication—Many 
Dead Mark Ite Pathway Through the 
South—Shipping Must Have Suffered 


Terribly. 


New Yorn, Aug. 9. — The cyclone which, 

g from the sea struck the coast of 

Sunday morning about daybreak, 

@wept across seven States bordering the 
Atlantic, reaching New York this morning. 

There was comparatively little damage 
done in this city and vicinity, but the high 
winds give evidence that there has been 
great damage to shipping along the coast. 

So strong was the wind that soon 
after the storm broke wires leading out of 
New York were prostrated and telegraphic 
communication with the outside world com- 
pletely cut off for hours. It was almost noon 
before messages for the West were received 
for prompt transmission by the telegraph 
offices. 

FEAR OF DAMAGE TO SHIPPING. 

The Gamage to shipping cannot be ascer- 
tained until telegraphic communication has 
been restored between Long Branch and 
other resorts along the Jersey Coast 
Ratiroad tracks are under four feet of water. 

All morning a high wind has prevailed and 
a heavy sea is running in New York Bay. The 
Waves dash overthe Battery wall, throwing 
spray twenty feet in the air. 

It will be some time in the crippled condi- 
tion of the telegraphic service. before de- 
tails of the storm’s work can de told. There 
is little doubt but that the calamity will be 
much greater than that caused by the hurr!- 
cane of Wednesday last. 

The fatalities in the track of the wind as it 
swept up the coast, so far as reported,are ap- 
palling. The death list will reach into the 
hundreds. Unlike many destructive storms 
which came unheralded, this visitation was 
predicted by the Weather Service on Satur- 
day last, and coast cities were in a measure 
prepared for its coming. 

At 12 o’clock there was no telegraphic com- 
munication between New York and Washing- 
ton, nor with the large cities on the South 
Atlantic Coast. 

WIDE TRACK OF THE WIND. 

While the cyclone of last week only skirted 
the coast along the Gulf Stream, scarcely 
penetrating inland, this one, since it swept 


One, if not quite all, of the property owners

THE FATALITIES NUMBROUS, 

The list of fatalities is gradually growing, 
and it is Impossible to tell to what extent it 
will go. Several bodies Growned persons 
were picked up last night and search is now 
being made for others which are missing. 
Every hour seems to bring some new story of 
a death asa result of the storm. The drown- 
ingof A. ©. Ulmer, assistant cashier of the 
Central Railroad Bank, on,Hutchins Island, 
was one of the most unfortunate fatalities of 
the storm. Mr. Ulmer owns a farm on the 
island and had gone over to pay off his hands 
and attend to other duties. There were 
bruises on Mr. Ulmer’s face and it is sup- 
posed that he struck againstan outshed when 
he jumped from his barn as it was about to 
be blown down. 

Miller, his dairyman, has not been found, 
and it is presumed that he has been drowned 
also. The other fatalities so far as reported 
are as follows:

MANY REPORTED MISSING. 


There are forty tofifty other persons who 
are reported missing, and itis supposed, as 
nothing has been heard from them, that their 
bodies will be found later. Tweive barks and 
barkentines which were anchored at Quaran- 
tine Station were blown high and dry upon 
the marsh, and some of them were carried 
by the storm across the marshes on to an 
island two miles distant from the station. 
One of the vessels at Tybee was completely 


capsized, 
QUARANTINE RUINED. 


The ruin at Quarantine is complete. Noth- 
ing is standing where one of the finest sta 
tions of the South Atlantic was twenty-four 
hours ago, except the doctor’s house, and how 
this weathered the fearful gale is miraculous. 
The wharves are gone, the new fumigating 
plant which has cost the city somuch money 
is in the bottom ofthe sea, and nine vessels 
which were waiting there for release to come 
tothe city are high and dry in the marsh, 
and, no doubt, will be total wrecks. The 
Cosnine was the only vessel which managed 
to keep afloat. 

NEGROES AND SAILORS DROWNED. 
The tug Paulson arrived inthe city at 5 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, She brought 
up about sixty passengers from Tybee. Mr. 
Rivers, one of them on board, saysthat four 
negroes engaged in clearing the rallroad 
tracks were drowned, and a sailor and the 
cabin boy on the schooner Harold, which is 
on her sideon the beach, are drowned. It 
is reported that eight of the crew of a terra- 
pin sloop which went ashore on the south 
end were drowned,

It Looks Ominous. 


The Western Union Telegraph Co. in St. 
Louls was unable to get a line into New York 
or its immediate neighborhood this fore- 
noon. All the wires are down and particu- 
lars very scant indeed, Manager Bohle and 
Chief Operator Spenser of the local office 
here said that they could tell nothing what- 
ever about the damage done by the storm 
beyond the fact that it had laid the Westera 
Union wires low and stopped all communica- 
tion with the East. 

The storm of last week while it wrecked a 
great many vessels and cost a great many 
lives, was not of sufficient violence to cut off 
all the telegraph connections, so it is pre- 
sumed that this one must be more violent 


and severe than the one preceding. 

It was 11 o’clock before the wires of the 
press associations brought any news from 
points east of Pittsburg. Washington City 
was completely cut off from the West and not

this morning was magnificent and crowds 


gathered to see it. Old boatmen said it was 
most uncommon, it not unparalleled in their 
experience. The tide was unusually high, 
piled up by the south gale. 

At 8 o'clock it reached its highest level and 
delayed travel considerably. The water had 
that peculiarly forbidding and dangerous 
look usual when there is a violent storm at 
gea. Monster waves churned up by the wind 
dashed threateningly, their white crests fall 
ing over each other. Passing vessels pitched 
and rolled and scattered the water before 
their bows as they piunged forward. 

The waves dashed against the Battery sea 
wall with a great roar. The tide wasup al- 
most tothe top of the wall. As each rolling 
den came in it broke against the granite 
abutment and sprang high in the air. The 
seas carried in debris and going out left it 
in Battery Park. Some of the 
waves mounted Aas high as 
fifteen feat above the wall. The crowd stood 
far back in the park. The high seas bom- 
barded the long shed of the Barge Office, 
flooding the ground floor and rising nearly to 
the roof of the outer wall. No boats could 
make a landing there to-day. 

In Brooklyn the storm was severe. Thir- 
teen houses in course of construction were 
destroyed by the wind.

STORM AT SAVANNAH. 


Great Destruction and Many Fatalities 
Reported. 

Savanwan, Ga., Aug. 29.—Yeaterday, on 
the anniversary ofthe great storm of 1981, 
Savannah was swept by a hurricane, equaled 
only by its great predecessor. For eight 
bours the winds swept over the city in gradau- 
ally increasing volume, reaching its climax 
at midnight. 

Tybee, the port of Savannah, is a memory. 
Fourteen lives are known to have been lost 
there, and none Gare foretell the results of 


‘the search which will be made among the 
rutns to-day. The property damage is placed 


at not less than $1,000,000. 
HAD BBEN PREDICTED. 

The storm, which had been predicted by 
the weather bureau for several days, began 
early inthe afternoon and increased from 
then until it reached the climax between 11 
and 12 o’clock last night, having biown for 
eight hoursinaterrific hurricane. It began 
raining early in the morning, but only in 
gusts. After the first fall it ceased entirely 
for several hours and did not begin unty 
afternoon. Then the work of destruction be- 
gan and lasted until the storm had spent its 
fury at midnight. 

WIDESPRBAD DESTRUCTION.

NORTH END CLEANED OUT. 

The North End is practically cleaned out. 
The water swept with tremendous force 
over this part of the isiand, railroad tracks 
being carried from 3800 to 500 feet. The 
Chatham Club-house is badly damaged. The 
pavilions on the beach are gone. 80 is the 
switchback. Anempty train stands in the 
woods. Trains on all roads are coming in 
irregularly, and some of them have entirely 
stopped to repair washouts. The church 
steeples are demolished, and at least 500 large 
trees are dlioon down all over the 
city. The Tybee road ies under water 
for the entire distance, and in 
many places is entirely washed away. There 
is no communication whatever with Tybee 
except by boat. 

The storm was worse on Tybee Island, an 
hour and a half by boat from the city proper. 
Tybee is at the mouth of the Savannah 
River and is the port of the city. 


IN THE INTERIOR. 


A Gale at Chicago—Great Damage to 
Telegraph Companies. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 29.—A general storm in mia- 
winter could scarcely have wrought more 
Gamage to the telegraph companies than did 
the gale of last night. Business between the 
entire line of Atlantic States and this city is 
very nearly paralysed. The great net- 
work of wires of the Western Union Co. suf- 
fered to an alarming extent. In places east 
of Buffalo and along the Baltimore & Ohio to 
Washington, the ravages ofthe storm were 
responsibie forthe wholesale destruction of 
wires. Line repairers fairly swarm over 
the storm-swept territory, and the informa- 
tion comes from the western side of this zone 
of destruction that their work is going to be 
the most atmeult in years. Poles are down 
in stretches of five miles, and the wires are 
snapped, bent and lashed into useless 
tangles of inextricable puzzles. Occurring,as 
it has, when the eyes of the West are more 
Girected upon the Capitol, and when the 
pulse of trade has to stand stin because 
of the absence of the electrical tingle, 
the work of the storm is more keen- 
ly felt. Matters at the Boa of 
Trade and at the Stock Exchange looked 
dubious to-day. About noon, however, the 
tremendous efforts put forth by the telegraph 
com les resulted in communication with 
the Eastern woriu.

THE CAROLINA COAST. 

COLUMBIA, 8. C., Aug. 29.—All the South 
Atlantic Coast, as tar as can be ascertained 
from this wrecked point, with much of the 
interior, was swept during the early hours of 
Sunday morning by the West India hurricane 
which has been playing such havoc for sev- 
eral days. The wires are Gown everywhere, 
buried beneath ruins, and information is 
meager. The fury of the hurricane is anex- 
ampied in interior South Carolina.

USED BUGGY WHIPS. 
WARRENSBURG, Mo., Aug. 29.—For the sec- 
ond time in the past two weeks White Caps 


Dave made a raid in this city on a bawdy 


~ “house in which lived an old lady by the name 
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of Mrs. Bettie Darbey, anda girl known as 
Little Blue. Thesetwo people have been in 
the habit of allowing colored men to come to 


the house. The people in the neighborhood 
became aroused and not long since gave them 
a light whipping and ordered them to leave 
the city, which they did fora few days, but 
acain returmed and carried on as before. 80 
last night fifteen men, well masked and 
armed, repaired tothe house and, after be- 
ing refused admittance, broke in the doors, 
took both down into the depth of Cave Hollow, 
a place a mile and a half from Warrensburg, 
stripped them of their clothing, tied them to 
A tree, and taking buggy whips, each passed 
by and gave them two or three cuts with his 
whip. They pleaded, butto no purpose, as 
every one ofthe fifteen men gave them at 
least One blow. They were then ordered to 
leave the city o o’clock this evening or 
they would again punished. 

After completing this job the men left a 
note atthe house ofa man by the name of 
Mitchell, who also has a daughter that ran 
away with a colored man some time ago, but 
has since returned. The note warned him 
and her to leave the city or they would share 
the same fate as the women first whipped. 


WHITER CAPS REPULSED. 
NORTHFIELD, Minn. Aug. 29.—Sunday night 
between 10 and 11 o’clock, four masked men, 
dressed in rough backwoodsmen’s clothes, 
with long white caps drawn over their heads, 


carrying fifty feet of rope, four bunches of 
hickory switches, four feet long, armed with 
puns, called at the premises of Klas Gotling, 
five miles southwest of this city. He is a 
bachelor 50 years old, living on the edge of 
the big timber. A raid was made on the 
house where he was supposed to be sleeping, 
but be had moved into his granary. Repair. 
ing there they smashed in the doors. Gotling 
heard them when they came to the house, 
and was prepared. Jumping through a back 
window witb a pistol and musket in hand,he 
attacked the gang, and a battle took place, 
four shots being fred. The night was dark. 
An attempt was made to place a rope around 
Gotiing’s neck, when a shot from his gun 
took effect in the legs of one of the White 
Caps. The gang led, carrying the wounded 
man with them, scattering blood as they 
wont. The affair isthe outcome of a school 
district feud of two years’ standing. Some of 
the parties are known and will be arrested.

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DEMANDED TAN PLAYING oF 
THEIR NATIONAL HYMN. 


AGAIN 


On Refusal the Actors Were Hooted Off 
the Stage— The Mob Held the Theater 
for a Time and Then Passed to the 
Streets—Fight With the Police ana 
Many Hurt. 


MADRID, Aug. 29.—The riots started at a 
concert in San Sebastian, province of Gul- 
puzcoa, on Sunday evening because the 
orchestra refused to play the Basque 
Hymn, were repeated yesterday afternoon 
and last night. The Basques in the theater 
shouted a peremptory demand that the 
orchestra must play their hymo, which was 
again refused. The Basques hooted the per- 
formance until the actors left the stage and 
the police ordered that the curtain be 
dropped. The mob held possession of the 
theater tor a few minutes afterwards and 
then hurried into the streets. The police 
were unable to disperse the rioters, who 
smashed windows and waylaid pedestrians 
until the troops cleared the streets. Many 
civilians were wounded. The streets of the 
city were patrolled by the military all night. 


BISMARCK AT KISSINGEN. 

Bunt, Aug. 29.—In his speech at Kissin- 
gen on Sunday toa number of citizens from 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, Prince Bismarck re- 
minded his hearers of the days when he lived 
in Frankfort and became so domesticated 
that he selected a spot ina churchyard there 
for his own grave. During the war of 1866 
he was never able to get rid of the temp- 
tation to make rt r 
Prussia. although 
connection to be volantary. It 
was no desire for conquest, but Frankfort 
was the bridge over the Main, the tete de 
2 tor Germany's unity, not in a military, 

ut a moral and commercial sense. If Frank- 
fort had not becbme part of Germany it was 
more than doubtful whether the neighboring 
southern States would have followed the ex- 
ample of that great commercial emporium. 
Their visit was a proof that all the wounds 
had healed and that they bore him no ill will 
for his share in the matter. The nationai 
cause was based on a calculation that all the 
factors would work together on common 
questions. If this failed, the national feel- 
ing would diminish and this would de a seri- 
ous matter in case ofa change in the Euro- 
pean situation. 

I should never dream,’’ continued Prince 
Bismarck, of replacing the imperial with 
the Prussian Government. The Empire must 
be ruled by the united efforts of the twenty- 
five governments. Iam uneasy when there 
isa chancellor who acts without consulting 
any one. I had rather see him in the leadin 
strings of his Prussian colleagues. His chie 
importance lies in his being 
a member of the Bundesrath. 
If the Bundesrath had a more direct 
feeling with Bavaria, Saxony and the other 
States, and if the empire was in good order I 
think the post-office would gain a great deal 
by means of their correspondence, My 
hopes, however, have not deen fulfilled.’’ 

At this point Prince Bismarck abruptly 
concluded his speech, excusing himself for 
doing so by remarking that he did not desire 
to tire the ladies by talking politics. He then 
ealled for cheers for Frankfort, which were 
heartily given. 


FRANCE’S THREATENING ATTITUDE. 
BANGKOK, Aug. 29.—In order to exercise 
further pressure upon the Slamese Govern- 
ment to compel a compliance with their 
latest demands the French are threatening a 
return of their gunboats. The foreign resi- 
dents are loud in their inalgnation at the 
policy pursued by the French Government. 
A report received to the effect that the 
French are fortifyiag Chantilliun tends to in- 
crease the anxiety with which the situation 
is viewed in this city. The German gunboat 
Wolf sails hence to-morrow,which will leave 
the port without a singie foreign gunboat, 
causing serious alarm on the part of the 
foreign contingent. 


FIGHTING IN GERMAN FAST AFRICA. 
BERLIN, Aug. 29.—A telegram received this 
morning from Dar-es-Salaal, the chief sea- 
port of German East Africa, announces that 
active hostilities have been begun between 
the German forces and the natives. The dis- 
patch states that a German contingent, com- 
manded by Gov. Scheele, stormed a fortified 
camp of the Sultan, under command of Chief 
Meliz, at Kilimanjaro after four hours of 
severe fighting. The German loss was a 
Heutenant and four native troops killed and 
a sergeant and twenty-three natives 
wounded. 


THE CZAR AT COPENHAGEN. 
COPENHAGEN, Aug. 29.—The Czarof Russia 
arrived here this morning, accompanied by 
the Czarina and a full suite. He went 


directly to the Fredensburg palace, the res- 
aence of the Czarina’s father, King Christian 
IX.

One day last 
week a gentleman presented himself at the 
general offices of the Missouri Pacific armed 
with a request for a pass from st. Louis to 
Memphis and return. The request was 
signed by the General Manager of the D., R. 
&G. Mr. Fitzpatrick noticed that there was 
something irregular in the signature and, 
after informing the gentleman who requested 
the pass tocall Again, he wired the General 
Manager of the D. & R. G., concerning the 
request and received a wire to the effect that 
no such a request was granted and that his 
signature was a forgery. 
OTHER ROADS VICTIMIZED. 

The gentleman failed to call at tye Missouri 
Pacific hoadquarters for his pass, and the 
matter was referred to General Man- 
ager W. B. Doddridge, who immediately 
began an investigation which led to the 
startling discovery that his own road had 
been victimized as the Vandalia, B. & M. and 
the Denver & Rio Grande. During the in- 
vestigation, Col. Hill, Assistant General 
Manager of the Vandalia, called up Mr. 
Doddridge and presented him with a re- 
quest made the “Missouri Pacfic 
on the Vandalia requesting passes for 
an employe from St. Louis to Eastern points. 
After Mr. Doddrid had scanned the docu- 
ment he turned to Col. Hill with the remark: 

Why, Colonel, that is not my signature; 
that is a forgery. The request is not even 
made on our letter-heads, and is irregular in 
every particular.“ 

The Assistant General Manager of the Van- 
dalia was not surprised, as he was 
aware of the investigation that was 
being made and displayed the letter 
in order to furnish another clew with the 
hope of running down the gang that had suc- 
ceeded so cleverly in „ his road. In 
explaining the reason why he granted the 
request on an irregular document, he stated 
that he was aware that the Missouri Pacific 
had been making numerous changes here of 
late, and was laboring under the impression 
that Mr. Doddridge hada new private secre- 
tary who had issued the request at his insti- 
gation. l 

"STEPS TO APPREHEXD THE GANG. 

All of the Western roads have become 
thoroughly alarmed at the situation, and are 
taking steps to apprehend the gang, who are 
either obtaining passes to use themselves or 
to sell to brokers. General Manager Dodd- 
ridge is the first officiaito take action in the 
matter, he having wired, besides all the 
operated and leased lines of the Missouri 
Pacific, numerous Western roads to 
arrest and hold all parties presenting 
letters purporting to be issued by him re-

oddridge and other railroad officials are 
rather non-committal on the subject, but all 
agree that some smooth men have very 
cleverly worked the roads in question for 
transportation Which they were not entitled 
to.

Ir is said that English investors are 
once more turning their attention to 
American securities, which they will buy 
freely as soon as they are sure the cause 
of the present distrust is removed.

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THE news of the House vote to repeal his 
silver law was doubtless received with joy 
by Senator Sherman. The privilege of re- 
joicing over the repudiation of their own 
measures is vouchsafed to few financiers, 
because few financiers have the ability and 
agility to getonthe different sides of a 
financial question possessed by the vener- 
able Ohio statesman. 
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WHAT THE VOTE MEANS. 
There is no excuse for misapprehending 
yesterday’s voting in the House or what 
that voting means. 
It was an overwhelming vote against the 
continued purchase of silver either under 
the Sherman act or Bland act. 
It was an overwhelming vote against free 
coinage on any ratio fixed so far below the 
commercial ratio as to demonetize our gold 
and give us silver monometalism. 

There was no vote on any proposition 
making honest bimetallic free coinage an 
issue before the House, and a glance at the 
voting lists shows that the majority 
against silver purchase and false ratios, in 
the interest of the silver miners alone, was 
largely made up of men who have been and 
still are friends of honest bimetallic free 
coinage. 

The Post-DISPATCH on the ist day of 
August warned the silver convention at 
Chicago that a disastrous defeat through a 
fatal division of the friends of bimetallic 
free coinage would be the only possible 
result of that conventiofi’s attempt to 
force a fight in behalf of silver purchase or 
in behalf of any ratio threatening us with 
dishonest monometallism. 

The voting yesterday was simply a con- 
firmation of that warning, and a further 
confirmation may be expected in the votes 
of many Senators who are and have been 
friends of bimetallic free coinage on a basis 
of parity. 

But there is no warrantfor the hasty 
conclusion that this defeat of silver pur- 
chase and silver monometallism is ‘‘the 
Waterloo of silver.“ Already one of the 
gentlemen who voted with the majority 
on every question yesterday, McCreary of 
Kentucky, has a proposition pending for 
the appointment of a monetary commis- 
sion to report by the Ist of January next 
on the ratio question, with a view to bi- 
metallic free coinage legislation, either 
with or without the co-operation of other 
governments. 

Now if the Senate will promptly vote for 
the repeal of the Sherman act, and for this 
McCreary proposition, it will not only re- 
store the business confidence that is so 
sorely needed, but it may clear the way 
fora union of the friends of silver in behalf 
of some safe and practicable solution of 
the bimetallic problem, 
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USEFUL WARNINGS. 

The recent building association swin- 
dles, although costly experiences to the 
duped investors, promise good results for 
the mass of shareholders and association 
business in general. They have aroused 
the representative association men to the 
need, to which the Post-DIsPpatca has re- 
peatedly called attention, of a system of 
State supervision and regulation of the as- 
sociations to prevent their use by dishon- 
est managers as traps for the unwary. 

The position of the Post-DIsPaTcH in 
this matter cannot be misunderstood. We 
believe that the bulk of the associations 
are soundly and honestly managed and 
are institutions of great usefulness to the 
people. It is to preserve this usefulness 
and promote the interesta,of the good 
associations that careful inspection is de- 
manded. A few swindles of the Blood and 
Bogard type, coupled with the impression 
they create that there is no check on un- 
scrupulous officials, inflict inestimable 
damages upon association enterprises 
through loss of public confidence, in 
which the good suffer with the bad. 

Under the present system anyone can 
start a building association by securing a 
few stockholders and filing an application 
foracharter. The only check upon fraud 
is the voluntary vigilance of the Board of 
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Directors, and this is scarcely an obstacle 


to those without scruple as to the use of 
means to make the association serve the 
purposes of dishonesty. This opportunity 
for successful swindling must be removed 
to protect legitimate associations and the 
vast number of people of slender means 
who use them. 

The exact form of the law required can 
only be determined by careful considera- 
tion, but some law embodying State in- 
spection and definitely fixing the duties 
and responsibilities of association officials 
is demanded. The point to make now is 
the necessity for action looking to the 
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agreement of representative association 
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A new pbase ia given to the beauty en- 
tanglement of Gen. Jim Paris Lewis, 
whose bad break in assuming to set up 
his one-horse judgment in the selection 
of the fairest flower of womanhood in 


Missouri’s blooming garden has brought | 


upon him the merited scorn of all the 
girls who were passed by and the con- 
tempt of men conscious of the superiority 
of their own judgment. 

The editor of the Nevada Noticier was 
ungallant enough to insinuate that Miss 
Katherine Turner owed her selection to 
the gubernatorial pull of her uncle. Gov. 
Stone in a public letter resents this un- 
worthy intimation, and all Missouri 
gentlemen will indorse his roasting 
of the editor. No one believes for 
an instant that any influence 
except the unconscious effect ot her charms 
upon Gen. Jim’s susceptible nature had 
anything to do with Miss Turner’s selec- 
tion. Miss Turner is as modest as she is 
beautiful, and if her graces made a whirli- 
gig of Gen. Lewis’ wits she could not help 
it, She is only the unfortunate victim of 
his tendency to go off half-cocked under 
fire. James Paris Lewis is the only 
culprit. 

The important point in the Governor’s 
letter which puts this self-constituted 
connoisseur in beauty in a worse light if 
possible than before is his denial of any 
knowledge of or connection with his ap- 
pointment or subsequent action. Hesays: 
From what source he obtained his au- 
thority to make this selection I know ab- 
solutely nothing.“ 

If the Governor does not know from 
what source he obtained his authority, 
who does? If his appointment as State 
Judge of Beauty was unknown to and un- 
approved by the Governor, what right had 
he to exercise authority under it? 

The question now is, Did Gen. Jim Paris 

wis have any authority to act as the 
Paris of Missouri, and if so, how did he 
get it? Is his assumption of the Parisian 
office a case of underhand pull or ring- 
tailed audacity? In behalf of Justice and 
Beauty we demand an investigation.

ANARCHIST POLICEMEN. 

What with the thousands of unemployed 
parading the streets, bursting into riot on 
small provocation and an incompetent 
police force hitting a head wherever it 
appears, Chicago is in a bad way. 

The riot of last Saturday does notseem 
to have been provoked by the police, how- 
ever, but was the natural result of a large 
concourse of turbulent men with a griev- 
ance. Something happened“ and then 
trouble began, which is likely to be re- 
peated. 

The worst feature of the situation, that 
which makes it of interest to the whole 
country, is that the police have earned the 
contempt of the orderly classes by their 
brutal treatment of inoffensive citizens. 
Judge Goggin, who listened to the evi- 
dence in a recent outrage, expressed him- 
self last Saturday in this fashion: From 
the evidence presented, this was a most 
brutal and uncalled-for murder. There is 
nocity in the Union that has been dis- 
graced with so many murders by the 
police as has Chicago. It is getting to be 
the custom for policemen to call upon a 
prisoner to halt, and if he does not stop 
he will kill him. The life of a dog is more 
secure in the hands of the police than that 
of a human being.’’ And confidence is 
further weakened by the wanton inter- 
ference with street preachers and the per- 
secution of women missionaries working 
among the poor. 

If a police force cannot command the 
respect of law-abiding citizens it will be 
held in contempt by rioters. When An- 
archists and agitators see these vigorous 
denunciations of public guardians repeated 
on the bench and echoed in the newspapers 
they will make the most of it. They are 
likely to fancy that the whole community 
is in sympathy with them and act accord- 
ingly. This is a serious danger in every 
large city at this time when there is 80 
much distress. A police force composed 
of brave, discreet men, wisely managed, 
can preserve the peacein any city of the 
Union. Butif idiotic ruffainism prevails 
the Anarchist will surely welcome it as a 
pretext for crime. 

APPOINTED SENATORG 

In the cases of the Senators appointed 
by Governors when the State Legislatures 
had tried and failed to elect and then ad- 
journed without electing Senators, the 
United States Senate has decided by a vote 
of 32 to 29 that the State must remain 
without representation in the Senate un- 
der such circumstances until the State 
Legislature chooses Senators as the Consti- 
tution requires. 

This decision holds that the Constitution 
authorizes a temporary appointment by 
the Governor oniy when ‘*‘vacarcies hap- 
pen by resignation or otherwise during the 
recess of the Legislature, and that a va- 
cancy occurring or existing while the Leg- 
islature is in session must be filled by the 
Legislature or the seat remains vacant. 
That The Senate of the United States 
shall be composed at two Senators from 
each State,chosen by the Legislature there- 
ot,“ is the t mandate of the Consti- 
tution, and the only exception it allows is 
in the case of temporary ‘appointments by 
Governors to fill v les happening 
while the State Legislajure is not in ses- 
sion. } 

It is contended that the language of the 
Constitution was 


Governor, if the latter werd permitted to 
fill any vacancy wa former might 
and should have filled. Yel 28 of the Sen- 
ators held that the dangers and evils to be 
apprehended from such colltsion, were less 
than the evil of depriving | State of part 
of its representation by a too liberal inter- 
pretation of the Constitution. Under the 
ruling of the Senate however, if any State 


shall be deprived of its equal representa- 


tion in the Senate its own Legislature will 
inflict the wrong, and can remedy it. 


——— 
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THE decision of the Senate in the Mantle 
and Allen cases is a return to the precedent 
set in 1826 in the case of a Connecticut 
claimant. On that occasion James Lan- 
man, who had served a term, failed of re- 
election by the State Legislature, which 
adjourned without other action. The 
Governor then appointed him, just as 
Mantle and Allen were appointed. The 
Senate decided against him on the 
ground that an expiration of term 
and failure to elect did not consti- 
tute a vacancy within the meaning 
of the constitution, which authorized the 
Governor to fill the seat. After that sev- 
eral similar cases were decided in the 
same way, until the precedent was vio- 
lated in 1879 by the admission of a Senator 
from New Hampshire claiming a seat 
under the Governor’s appointment. The 
action of the Senate in the Mantle and 
Allen cases is a return to the older prac- 
tice. So far as can be discovered, neither 
partisanship nor the silver question 
affected the votes of Senators yesterday, 
party lines being broken, while coinage 
considerations do not appear.

It will be 
settled on its merits. 


THE large majority in favor of the Wil- 
son repeal bill does not indicate any in- 
crease in the strength of gold mono- 
metallism. It is a declaration that 
the American people are determined to do 
the right thing and will not play into the 
hands of those who want to oppress the | 
cebtor by means of an appreciated gold 
dollar, or of those who would swindle the 
creditor by a depreciated silver dollar. In 
other words, the country is committed to 
an honest dollar which shall do justice 
to all,

Daniel G. Branton, A. B., who is Presi- 
dont of the congress, says the interpretation 
of the Artec calendar would in all pro K 
ity eventually lead to the translation of the 
hieroglyphics carved on the ruins of the an- 
cient countries in Mexico ang Central Amer- 
ica and thus reveal the history of the won- 

derful people who built them, 

The scho ars who heard Mrs. Nuttall’s in- 
terpretatico were almost unanimoas in pro- 
nouncing it to be in advance of any calendar 
system now in use. Its accuracy and per- 
fection is convincing evidence of the high 
civilization and mathematical attainments 
of the ancient inhabitants of America. It 
was estimated that no less than 4,000 years of 
astronomical observations would have been 

necessary to perfect the calendar. Acom- 
plete cycle of the calendar referring to the 
revolution of the moon and earth 
about the sun covers a period 
of 1,00 years. It is entirely different 


fromany calendar system known in ancient 
Kurope, Asia or Africa, It shows that the 
ancient inhabitants of America were familiar 
with the movements of the planets, Jupiter 
Venus, Mercury and perhaps Mars, as well 
as those of the earth and moon. The discov- 
ery is considered important, not only astron- 
omically but because,to judge by the sym- 
bolism, the religion, architecture and even 
the domestic life of the ancient nation who 
used it were drawn from their calendar 
system.

MISSOURI CROP BULLETIN. 


Cool Nights and a Deficiency of Sunshine 
During Past Week. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., Aug. 29.—The temperature 
during the past week has been about normal 
with a deficiency of sunshine. The days 
have been warm, but the nights most too 
cool for growing crops. Complaints are al- 
ready being made for fear of early frost, 
which will be very detrimental to all late 
crops, especiaily that of corn. During the 


past seven days rain has fallen in 
nearly every part of the State, but 
ot such light character that many counties 
still a p= drought conditions as prevailing. 
Several ofthe counties that reported drought 
last week report as having had on the 24th 
sufficient rain to insure the filling of late 
crops. There is yet need of a good, heavy 
* rain to put the ground in condition 
or plowing and facilitating work generally. 
Piowing is receiving the undivided attention 
of the farmer where ground Will permit, ana 
some report the ground as Deing in nue con- 
dition for sowing of wheat, but 
owing to the grassboppers being 
s0 numerous will not sow im they 
are destroyed. The continued low price and 
the fear of hoppers will be a strong tendency 
to reduce this crop far below the average. 
Threshing is being pushed and with a few 
days of favorable weather will see this work 
near a close.

TARY OF THE TREASURY. 


His Account at His Own Bank Over- 
@rawn $188,821.92—Mystery About 
the Identity of Mr. Carter, Another 
Delinquent—Many Creditors Left in 


the Lurch. 


Special Correspondence of the POST- DISPATCH. 

Fostoria, O., Aug. 26.— The announcement 
of the business failure of the former Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, Charles Foster, oc- 
curred on May 26. The news was a tremen- 
dous blow to the community near where he 
was born and where he has always resided. 
To the country at large the intelligence was 
a great surprise. , 

The name of Charies Foster was popular 
hela to be synonomous with wealth, execu- 
tive and financial ability, sterling honesty 
and exceptional skill asa political manipu- 
lator. 

The leadership in local affairs held by 
Charles W. Foster descended to his rosy- 
cheeked son. The latter since arriving at 
manhood has been, according to the ver- 
nacular, the boss of Fostoria.’’ Charles W. 
Foster left no testament, and his property, 
which was estimated to be of the value of 
$750,000, went to his widow and to his only 
son. When his failure occurred he was in- 
terested in the following concerns: 

The private banking house of Foster & Oo. 

The firm of Davis & Foster, wholesale 
grocers, the survival of the successful „gen- 
eral store“ of Foster's father. 

The Light and Power Co. of Fostoria, which 
holds a monopoly of the use of electricity tor 
illuminating and motor purposes. 

The Fostoria Brass and lron- works, a con- 
cern of long existence engaged in manufact- 
uring valves and small articles of brass and 


iron. 

The Marbourg Glass Co. 

The Crocker Glass Co. 

The Calcine Glass Co. 

In addition there is scarcely one ofthe 
small manufacturing establishments of Fos- 
toria in which Foster did not have an inter- 


est. 
Cunningham Co. andthe Staveand Barrel 


Co. were among the number. 
If any one wished money to build up a local 
industry a callwas made on Foster, gener- 


ally with success. 

He had money in oll lands and in farming 
lands in the countries about Fostoria, as well 
asin Kansas. There were houses in Fostoria 
and in Toledo. Money was loaned on mort- 
gage and on personal notes. Altogether the 
irons Foster had placed in the fire were very 
numerous, and unfortunately for himself it 
was not easy to withdraw them. 

The announcement ofthe complete busi- 
ness collapse of Foster was as has been 
Stated, a great surprise to the country at 
large. Theastonishment did not extend to 
the knowing ones of Fostoria, of Seneca 
County, of Ohio and of Wall Street. There 
were people who knew that ‘*( alico Charley“ 
had been ‘‘kite-fiying’’ on a scale that was 
reckiessana foolish. There were Dankers 
who understood thatthe large quantities of 
notes which came to their knowledge bear- 
ing the signature of the Foster concerns were 
not all legitimate business paper and that a 
crash would socner or later occur. When 
the catastrophe Aid take place and the bus!i- 
ness people who were interested had time to 
catch their breath they commenced to real- 
ize that beneath the outside pretension and 
assumed financial solidity there had been 
monetary looseness of the wild-cat order, 
thatthe ‘‘sounding brass and the tinkling 
symbols“ ofthe Foster claims to greatness 
in terrestrial affairs were only equalied by 
their lack of capacity, to say nothing of their 
moral obliquity. 

The scnedule of the appraisers of the bank 
of Foster & Co. shows that the rottenness 
which prevailed in the conduct of its affairs 
was such that if it had been organized under 
the banking laws of the United States the 
offenders would have been sent to prison. 
The bank was organized with an alleged 
capital of $40,000. Ihe partners were Chas. 
Foster and John E. Wilkison. The schedule 
gives the following condition of the finances 
on the day of the failure:

Grand Preparations Being Made 
Indianapolis. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 29.—Four days be- 
fore the great naval parade preceding G. A. 
R. encampment week the city bears a de- 
cidealy patriotic aspect. The closing up of 
the gaps has commenced and little now re- 
mains to be done preparatory to welcoming 
the veterans of the latewar. Many decora- 
tions have already been put into place both 
on resident and business streets. Many of 
these are of a very elaborate and beautiful 


design. Heroic size equestrian pictures of 
famous generals are to be seen, while some 
of the war scenes take the form of transpar- 
encies and at night will be illuminated. 
Large forces of men have been repairing the 
asphalt thoroughfares along the line of 
march, filling up the little holes, smoothing 
over the rough places and removing all curb 
obstructions. The immense reviewing stand 
op Washington street, extending from Dela- 
ware to Alabama street, is nearly completed.

The 
great soldiers“ monument on Monument 
Square will be one of the many attractions to 
the visitors, Miss Indiana, in bronze, has 
been elevated to the SOP. a distance of 300 
feet. The scaffolding has been removed 
from about her and she will be ready 
to greet the old soldiers from every quarter, 
Decorations on Monument Square were com- 
mencea several days aco. assive columns 
have been placed at regular distances around 
the entire circle. These will de covered With 
vari-colored bunting and flags, and each 
column will represent an army corps. The 
shaft will be covered with electric lights and 
a search light will be placed on the top of 
the crowning figure. The effect of this elec- 
trical display will be dazzling and beautiful. 

Quite a number of veterans are already 
here, many of them being delegates who 
have preceded their posts to prepare quarters 
for those bodies on their arrival.
